A circumstance which need not 
cause the anglers of Adams county or 
the lovers of this attractive li^h imy sor- 
row, since all the members ot this Ri'oup 
of mlmonoicls are noted not only for 
their beauty and grace, but their game 
qualities.

The .Loreoz operation on Irene, the 


child of Wm. H. Harlacker, residing 
near Kuit .Berlin, (or congenital disloca- 
tion of the hip, by Dr. James K. Voung, 
at the city hospital, as far as the case 
has progressed is looked upon as a suc- 
cessful one. The operation, including 
the administering of the anesthetic, tha 
working- of the bone back into the socket 
and incasiug the limb in plaster baud- 
ages, occupied not quite au hour. 


The little girl, who is seven years old, 


has been deformed for years aud unable 
to walk. She willingly went under the 
operation saying she ^would submit to 
anything if she conla only walk like 
other little girls. Miss Copeland, the 
head nurse, says she never had a child 
under her care who is so patient under 
suffering as Irene. 


Dr. Young had as bis assissant from 


Philadelphia, Dr. Howard Heed. Drs. 
Bacon and King, of the hospital surgi- 
cal staff, aided in the handling of the 
child, while the most essential part, the 
administering of the anesthetic, was en- 
trusted to the care of Drs. Grove and 
Jessop. Tbe clynic from start to flnish 
was eagerly watched by those present. 
Prof. Young at each stage of the case 
described the various points to be ob- 
tained by his movements, aud answered 
any question bearing upon the subject 
of congenital dislocation and its remedy 
under the Loreuz bloodless method. He 
staled that the case was a very dillicult 
one in view of the advanced aije of the 
child, 7 years being about the limit cases 
where there was a double dislocation. 
He found the bead of the bone out of 
the socket and in a position above it. 
Grasping the leg firmly Dr. Young 
gradually pulled and worked it into 
place, straining and tearing the deformed 
muscles contracted by the unnatural po- 
sition of the bone. This operaiion re- 
quired, he said, not sacli great strength 


coast cool weather has retarded growth, 
and frosts have caused considerable in- 
jury ID Oregon. 
Southern California 


coast districts have received heavier 
rains, insuring an abundance o! irriga- 
tion water. 


Very slow progress has been made 


with corn planting throughout the corn 
btlt and the Middle Atlantic States, 
owing to cold, wet weather, while dry 
weather bus impaired stands in the Cen- 
tral and West Gulf States. 


The previously reported excellent con- 


dition of winter wheat in tbe principal 
winter wheat states continues unim- 
paired, excepting to a slight extent in 
portions of the Upper Ohio Valley, where 
in some localities it is turning yellow. 
Less favorable reports are also leceived 
from the Middle aud South Atlantic 
States and portions of Texas. 


Seeding of spring wheat is general in 


all parta of the spring wheat region, but 
progress has not been rapid in South- 
eastern Minnesota, owing to wet soil. 
The early sown in Iowa and South Da- 
kota is germinating slowly, though even 
stands are indicated. Oa the North Pa- 
cific coast spring wheat needing is much 
delayed. 


Oat seeding has been suspended over a 


large pat t of tbe central valleys, and the 
acreage in some sections is likely to be 
reduced in consequence. In the States 
of tbe Lower Mississippi Valley and in 
Texab tiie outlook is promising. 


Kama in portions.of the Eastern dis- 


tricts and dry weather in the central and 
western portions of the cotton belt have, 


Gettysburg being a part of Cumberland 
township. Courts then, it would seem, 
were not empowered to grant liquor 
licenses, the authority of the County j 
Courts being limited to recommendations ' 
to tbe Governor in favor of such appli- 
cants as were deemed suitable and 
proper.

Tobacso plants are plentiful and gen- 


erally well grown, except in Kentucky, 
where they are late. Transplanting con- 
tinues in the Carohnas and has begun in 
Florida. 


Although frosts of the 18th have 


caused further injury to fruit in the 
Upper Otio Valley, the reports gener- 
ally, excepting those respecting peaches, 
are somewhat more encouraging than 
those of the previous week. Apples ap 
pear to have escaped 
injury in New 


England and Ihe.Middle Atlantic States. 
In California fruit is mostly in a good 
condition, having sustained less injury 
uy frost than was estimated. Consider- 


O*ing to tbe removal of Hev. Mr. 


Demurest, the society's most excellent 
lecretary, to another field of ministerial 
abor, about a year later, tbe records 
were by some means lost or mislaid, and 
have not since turned up. It is not defi- 
nitely known, therefore, how many 
meetings of the society were held subse- 
quently to the one of May 6, 1889. It is 
probable, however, that one or two 
gatherings of the 
faithful 
occurred 


shortly afterwards under discouraging 
circumstances; and that, along in June 
or July of tbat year, tbe little band of 
local savants, realizing that their self- 
sacrificing labors in behalf of Adams 
county historical affairs were not appre- 
ciated by tbe geneial public, nor iudted 
by the educated classes, with few excep' 
tions, decided it was best to disbai d, 
which they accordingly did. 


Thus ended Adams county's flrst and 


only Historical Society. Its life was 
somewhat brief, it is true, but it wad 
replete with good deeds. 
Mucb of the 


literary work planned by its founders, 
and performed under its direction and 
management, will long be helpful to tbe 
student and writer of Adams county 
history. Tbe personnel of the society, 
with one or two exceptions, was strong 
intellectually as could bs wished. Most 
of them were specialists In tbelr saveral 
lines of thought and work. 
What 


they undertook they performed thor- 
oughly and well, and many in future 
times will rise up and call them blessed. 


During the last fouryearsconsiderable 


effort baa been made to revive the local 
history spirit in tbe county. There can 
be no question whatever as to the need 
of it. How can a county historical so- 
ciety be formed f 
There is but one 


method, by which it can be accomplished 
and that is by united jeffoit. Unless in- 
telligent and capable men throughout 
the county generally give it countenance 
and aid all efforts in that line will fail 
and it will not succeed. Tbe member- 
ship should not, under any circum- 
stances, be less than 100 distributed 
throughout the county. Of this number 
Gettysburg should furnish at leist one- 
half. It is thought that a local mem- 
bership of more than fifty can be secured 
here with suitable effort.

Dr. Valentiua has a national reputa- 


tion as a theologian, not only among 
both branches of the Lutheran Church 
but among others as well. He has been 
a frequent contributor to newspapers 
and reviews. Ilia text buok on "Theo- 
reticil Ethics" is used in many of the 
best colleges and 
seminaries in the 


United Stales. 
Among other of his 


published works are "Natural Theology, 
or Ji-itional Thei-mi," and a volume of 
sermons, "CliiistUn Truth and Life." 


Dr. Valentine was boin near Union- 


town, Carroll county, Md., Jan. 1, 1825, 
aud entered the Freshman class at Get- 
tysburg College in 1MO, graduating in 
1850. 
For two years after giadudtion 


be served the College ;n tutor. In 1806 
after having served as pas tor and teacher 
at several places, he was called to the 
Seminary as Professor of Ecclesiastical 
History and Cuurch Polity. 
He con- 


tinued in tbia chair until the spring of 
1568, when be was chosen President of 
Pennsylvania College, upon the death of 
President H. L. Baugher. After having 
been president of the college for sixteen 
yeara, he resigiiel, m ISS4, to accept the 
chair in tbe Seminary which he baa filled 
with such distinction and ability until 
this time.

COUNTY HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 


The First and Only Historical Society oi the 


Counly Lasted About Two Years. 


At au informal meeting of represent- 


ative citizens of Gettysburg, about Mar. 
10, 1888, a committee was appointed to 
invite all citizens of Adams county in- 
terested in historical studies to meet for 
the purpose of considering the advisa- 
bility of organizing a County Historical 
Society. 
A meeting was accordingly 


held in the arbitration room of the 
Court house, March 24, 1888, at 1 p. m. 
Hon. Edward MoPherson was called to 
the chair, with Mr. Cbas. M. McCurdy, 
Secretary, Dr. Wm. H. Egle, of Har- 
risburg, member of the Pennsylvania 
Historical Society, author of a history of 
tbe State and afterwards Stale Libra- 
riau, was present by special invi.atlon 
and addressed tbe meeting. 


Mr. McPheison, Mr. H. J, Stable, and 


others also spoke bnellj in favor of im- 
mediate action. A permanent organiza- 
tion was promptly effected by electing 
officers tor the first year as follows: 
President, Edward McPcerson; First 
Vice President, H. J.'Stable; Second, 
Jos. S. Gitt; Third, Aaron Sheely; He- 
coiding Secretary, J. K. Demarest; Cor- 
responding Secretary, Wm. McSberry, 
Jr.;. Treasurer, Chas. M. McCurdy; Li- 
brarian, John L. Hill, Jr.; Assistant Li- 
brarian, Jno. M. Krauth. 


Tbe society voted to meet on the first 


Monday evening of each mouth, and to 
occupy on these occasions the rooms of 
the Atbanmum Club, in the Winter 
building, at $30 per annum, light and 
aeut included. 
The annual dues were 


fixed al 82. Tims tbe society was started 
with fair promise of success. 


Some five or aix meetings were subse- 


quently held, at which valuable papers 
were read by Mr. McPherson, Mr. Mc- 
Curdy, Mr. McSherry and others, at least 
two of which, those by Mr. McPheraoD 
and Mr. McCurdy, weie published in 
pamphlet form. 


Mr. McPberuou's paper was an address 


before tbe Historical Society of Adams 
County, on ita first anniresary. Ma) 6, 
1889, and .was entitled "The Story of tbe 
Creation of Adams County, Pennsyl- 
vania, and tbe Selection of Gettysburg 
as Its Seat of Justice." 
The title was 


well chosen. It is, what it purports to 
be, a fall, and yet concise story of tbe 
bitter straggle-which terminated in tbe 
formation ot Adams Connty by tbe all- 
nature of Governor MeKcan, January 
22,1800. Mr. McPherson's treatment of 
the subject was that of a master, and no 
review of it could possibly do it justice. 
It needs to be studied with care In order 
t> be understood and appreciated. 


At the same meelit g of the society, 


May 6,1889, Wm. McSberry, Esq., read a 
highly interesting paper entitled "A Re- 
view of the License and Temperance 
Questions in Adams County, Pa."

County <7ourt has handed down an im- 
portant decision affecting the Compul- 
sory School law of this State. Brady 
McCullough, a farmer, refused to aend 
his 12 year old daughter to a public 
school. He was tried before a Justice 
and lined. His defense was tbat after 
he removed his daughter from sUiool, 
abe was instructed by a private teacher, 
who had 110 certicflate to teach. 


Tbe case was tried before a Cumber- 


land county jury and a special verdict 
rendered subject to law points. Judge 
Biddie decided that a governess is a pri- 
vate teacher, qualified to teach, and that 
if this lawful and proper instruction is 
given at home a scholar need not attend 
the public schools. It was ordered that 
a verdict of not guilty be rendered.

RURAL FREE DELIVERY COVERS COUBTY 


OVER FORTY ROUTES ARE IN OPERATION 


OR HAVE BEEN PROJECTED. 


Special Agent Mathews Completes His Work 


in this County—A Number ol Carriers 


Have Already Been Appointed: 


Henry Mathewe, U. S. Special Agent of 


Rural Free Delivery, having completed 
his work of mapping routes to entirely 
cover the county, left for York county, 
where he will remain unices ordered else- 
where by the Department. Mr. Mathews 
has done his work well and the people of 
the county are to be congratulated upon 
the result of his work toward tbe estab- 
lishment of rural free delivery in the 
county. It has practically involved the 
mapping of all tbe roads in the county 
and the location of all residences. The 
routes have been hud out to reach the 
greatest number »1 patrons of each district 
traversed by a route. Theie must be at 
least one hundred patrons on each route, 
and many of those established contain 
more than this number. 


The service has grown from tho one 


route established at Gtittysunrg, February 
1, li)00, to over forty routes, when all that 
have been mapped out shall go into opera- 
tion. There are twelve routes radiating 
from Gettysburg, live from Littlestown, 
four from Fairfield, five from York Springs, 
(oar from East Berlin, three from New Ox- 
ford, one from Biglurville, two from Orr- 
tanna, Idavillo and Asparp, one from Til- 


lie, AbbottJtown and Bittinger. .Eighteen 
of these routes have been the work of Mr. 
Mathews, who has bad the tusk of fitting 
in routes so as to cover the entire county. 
Not all of these routes are in operation ; 
some of those last named have been pro- 
jected, examinations for carriers have been 
held and reports turned into the Depart- 
ment acd they aie finally disposed of 
there. Some have already been approved 
and ordered, and some of the new routes 
go into effect at an early date, oue or more 
May 1st, and at New Oxford, July 1st. It 
ia probable ail routes which are finally ap- 
proved will be in operation before the end 
of this year. 


When all tha routes are in operation it 


means the employment of over fifty car- 
riers and subBlitutes. 
Their salaries are 


regulated by the mileage ; sixteen miles 
and under, $400 a year; between sixteen

doned afterwards for a more commodious

the Centennial of Methodism in Arntr ca 
waa celebrated 
At that time Rev Mr 


Gardner piocured part of a log which he 
has preserved ever since 
During the paet 


winter he concluded to have it turned 
into penholders and present them to his 
brethren, so that each one might possess 
an undoubted relic of this historic meet 
ing bouse. Over 200 were thus distnbu 
ted among tbe members of the Confer- 
ence.
